6. The very frame of this AR, if there were nothing elſe, were 
ſufficient to convince any rationall man that it is a Forgery, and 
that no ſuch thing did ever paſſe both -Houlcs where every ſen- 
tence and word are ſtritly ſcanned ; and things never uſe to be 
offered there but upon good advice and mature deliberation ; 
whercas this AQ is full of nonſenſe and abſurditics, viz: In all 
other private AAs there is a Saving of the rights of all Strangers, 
bat in this they are expreſly barred and deſtroyed ; and a any >= (> - 
of nonſenſe in reciting the Star” of V/es, and mention of a Aſar- 
riage betWeene three Men and no Wonvan, &C. 

As for their forre Offices, two in London and two in Eſſex, and. 
their Injunttions for poſſeſſion : It is true, they had two Offices 
(fuch as they be) found at Gi/d-ha/l, but without any manner of 
materiall evidence ; and theſe Offices are ſo repugnant one to 
the other, [that they are evidently contradiftory and inconſiſtent, 
For in the one it is found, that Poyntz. Morrrs is Uncle to Richard; 
And in the other, that Richard is Uncle to Poyntz,, which is 1m- 

oflible for both to be true ; neither was their InjunRion abſo- 
ute, but onely conditionall, viz: If cauſe ro the comtrary Were 104 
ſhewne to the Court at acertaine day ; at which day cauſe was 
ſhewcd,and the Injuntion ſuſpended : And the Court of Wards 
being truly informed of the fowle carriage at the finding of the 
faid Offices, did Order the Eſcheators aud Feodary to tertifie the 
Whole proceedings to the Court ; but before any Certificate was 
returned, the Court was diflolved by Ordinance of Parliament. 

And as for their two Offices in Eſſex, thoſe nothing at all con- 
cerned the Eſtate of Sir Gabriel Poyntz : but however they were 
afterwards overthrowe by Travers in the Kings Bench, by-thole 
that were concerned therein. And at Stratford-Langthoriity 
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15. Ang.21 [ ar. (2 time and place of Morris his owne appoin- 
ting, where-he had his Councell and Witneſſes ready ) an Office 
was found againſt him, and for the Lady Liteleron concerning the 
Lands of Sir Gabriel Poynts. 

As for thoſe things which they call Other original Record: pre» 
tended to be found in the ( ourt of Wards, and the Tower, ( as if 
there could be two Originals of one thing : ) They are no othec 
then the very ſame forged Fines, Flea, and Ak of Parliament 
before-mentioned, which being already fully proved to be For- 
geries, will necd no further Anlwer. 

That pretended Record #n the Tower 15 the ſame in ſubſtance 
with that Plea in the ( ovrt of W.rds, and both of the ſame date, 
viz: Trin. 38 Eliz: rot, 21. but for the forme and words much 
differing, ſo. that they prove each other to be Forgeries ; fot 
there can be bur one reall Record, which (if any be) 1s in the Ex- 
chequer. And theſe two pretended Copies or Tranſcripts thus 
differing from one another cannot poſſibly both be trac ; the 
truth is, they are both falſe, there being indeed no Record at all, 
neither is there any Records of this nature, or of ſo late time in 
the Tower, it being well knowne that no Records ſince the time 
of Edw. 4. which is 112 yeares agoe are there to be found. . 

Divers other particulars there are ( for brevity ſake omirred ) 
further to diſcover what notorious groſſe Forgeries theſe arc, 
whereby CMorri and his Confederates make their Title, 

The next thing in order to be ſpoken to, is, the Sentence pro- 
nounced againſt thrm by the Houſe of Peeres which c Aforyis and 
his Complices ſo much exclaime againſt, as being unjuſt and thy an. 
wicall : And therefore we will give ſome Relation how the Cauſe 
came before the Lords,who were the onely proper Judges in this 
buſineſſe, being either 79 acqure, or condemre Maſter Browse Cler, 
Parliament. an Officer of that Houſe, and highly intruſted with 
keeping the Records of Parliament, whom Aforrs and his Party 
had falſly accuſed for imbezs/lig the pretended Record of their 
forged (opie ; and fo the onely Queſtion was, Whether any ſwch 
et of Parliament, or 10? which being a Record of that Conrt, 
it was proper onely for that Court to judge of. 

But befides all this, 2forrs himfelfe firſt petitioned their Lord- 
hips againſt Sir Adavs Lirr/ator and Maſter Browne, and volan- 
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tarily put himſelfe npon the Lords for his Judges, and made it his 
prayer in his Petition, that they would examine the 97 995; and 
puniſh the Offendors. And Sir Adam Littleton and Maltcr Browne 

in their Anlivers jr le with him in his owne deſires, 
Whereupan, Morris and his Party having -nine Lawyers al- 
ſigned of Comncell with them ( being ſuch, and ſo many as they 
deſired ) and nothing denied that might prepare them for a hea- 
ring, having Warrants for Witnefles, and all other Orders freely 
oftered them by M. Browne without any Fee, the more to expedite 
their bulinefle : The Lords after ſeverall hearings of Councell, 
and Witneſles on both ſides, being fully ſatisfied by. evident and 
cleer Proofs as well of the iznocency of Malter Browne, as of the 
wilt and heywenſne(ſe of the offences of Aorris and his Party, did 
Picconting tO juſtice) paſſe Sentence againlt them, To pay ſeverall 
Fines, to be bound to the good behaviour, to be committed to Priſon, 
fo be incapable ever to be Vieeſſs: in any Cauſe Whatſcever, eAc- 


quitted Af, Browne from all their odious and ſcandalous aſper frons. 
Decreed their Forgeries to be damned and cancelled, and never to be 
Produced in evidence: And ordered this Sentence to be read and 


publiſhed in the face of the County of Eſſex at the then next Ayes 


there where theſe Forgeries were firſt bronght to light, and produced 
in evidence by them at a T riall for the Title of the Lands, And alſo 
ordered the Parties to bring in the exemplification of their forged 
Att under a (counterfeit Great Seale, which their owne Witneſſes 
proved to be in.their hands, ( though they deny it ) which Seale 
Iſabel Smyth fince confeſſed ſhe tooke from the exemplification 
of a true eAlt of Parliament ; which AA concernes onely the 
Manours of Little Munden in Hertfordſhire, and hath no relation 
at all to this bulineſle, but was onely procured to be exemplitied 
under the Great Seale, (at no lefſe then 15 or 161. charge) and for 
no other end but co be a Rule and patterne for them the more .ar- 
tificially ro exemplific their owne forged Act by, ard with more 
dexterity & lefle danger as they ſuppoſed to tranſlate that Seale 
to the exemplification of their owne forged At. 
Both which. E xemplifications they were ordered to bring in, which 
they'refaſe to doe, 1n regard the producing of them. will noto- 
riouſly manifeſt rhe truth of the premiſes. h : 
Since which, they have invented falſe ſurmiſes againſt 7 
I C4 
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fer Z-owne,. that ove Godfrey Cade (then a Priſoner in the Fleet) 
tort ſay, That Maſter Browne hired him for 25's. in hand, and 
promiſed him 5 |. more, and his Inlargement ont of Priſon to ſweare 
at the Lords Barre, That he himſelſe had forged this Att, and coun- 

terfeitea Mafter Brownes hand to it : which falſhood this Cade 
hath under his hand in the preſence of divers Witnefſes wrrerly 

d:(auvownd. : | | 
And in regard the MalefaQors did {till perſiſt to make grie- 
vous clamours againſt the Sentence, and ceale. not fallly and ma- 
litiouſly to lay heavic and - ſcandalous 1mputations tpon ,Ma- 
itcr Browne ; he was at laſt jultly provoked for the vindication 
of his credit azd innocency, and to {top their mouthes to com- 
mence an Aion at Common Law againlt Aforry, &c, for their 
{candalons words againft him [That he had imbexalled the Record. 
And thereupon recovered 5000 |. in Damage againſt: them to- 
wards.the repaire of his reputation. ' 0 © | 
And now being utterly diſarmed of their fraudulent. weapons, 
they have ſince the Sentence by ſeveral! outragious pradtiſes and 

forcible attempts endeavoured to gaine Poſſeſſion of the Lands. 
ad firſt, their deſigne was, to poſſeſſe divers Officers and Sonl- 
diers of the Army of the injaſtice of their fuſferings, and  juſtneſſe of 
ther Cauſe, and to ſtirre them up to be. aftive 1n- their vindication z 
who being informed of the truth of the buſineſle, wutrerly refuſed 
zo give axy conntenance to ſuch lewd enterpriſes, but lett them to 
their remedy (if they had any caule ) at Law. 
. But yet notwithſtandinggtheſe reftlefſe Wretches (hinding. their” 
defigne fruſtrated ) by combination with\diversJewd and deſpe- 
ratc Perſons, ſuch as had been caſhiered the Army, and others 
who. vere tit to put any.wickedneſte in execution, have made ſe- 
veralf Attemprs to gaine the pollefiton of the Lands by force : 
And to that end upon 3o Drcemb. lat, with a Party or above 
twenty Troupers. armed with Swords. and Piſtols, pretending 
themſelves Sordldzers, did, in the dead time of the Night ( with 
great force and. violence ) breake open the.Dorcs of the chiefe 
Manſion-houſe at Northokender in X flex, ( where the Sonnes of 
Sir Adam Littleton now live )) fired their Piſtols, and drew their 
Swords upon the Servants there,thrult chem our of dores,carried 
them away Priſoners, and barbaroully abuſed: them ; rifled the

Houte, and' tooke away divers Goods ; and left about halfe a 
ſcore of their Party to keep poſſeſſion ; who held the ſame by

And lince all this, their deſigne of forcing the poſſeſſion is ſtil] 
proſecuted, and divers Souldiers amoneſt others have been in- 
veagled by the ſubtilty and infinuation of one 7 homp/0n ( who 
ied the Rout to commit the former outrages, 'and who 15 4 Per- 
ſon that Rands condemned to dic by a Councell of Warre ) oo 
ingLage in the buſineſle ; who. accordingly came to the Houle in 
Eſſex and attempted to force the poſleſſion, but were .appre- 
hended and ſubducd by the Countrey.

Neithes is the cheat which they put upon ſundry Perſons, Ie

toriouſnefle of their guilt in this matter. 

An\4 becauſe they {till continue to ourface the truth, It is de- 
fired that ail that are ingaged in the buſinelle, and eſpecially ſuch 
as may be in danger of being drawne in to be cheated of their 
money ( as to00 too many have already been) would diligently 
ſearch into the truth of all theſe things, And whetl er there be 
any ſuch Records indeed as Aforrs pretends, whereby they may 
receive an infallible aflurance not onely of the juſt Right and 
Title of the Lady Litr/eron, but alſo of the accurſed Forgeries and 
practiſes of Adorrs and his Confederates to defear the lame. * 


T he reaſon why ſometbing of this nature hath nat beene prbliſhed 
before this time, ts, becauſe Morris, and his Confederates might poſ- 
fibly ( before they had printed their forged Title) be jo impudent as to 
deny that ever they claimed by any of theſe Forgeries, ani ſo (ſeeing 
their groſſe errronrs and miſtakes ) might forge ſome other new Title, 
which ſhonld not be ſo eafily contradiftel, nor ſo full of abſwrazties, 
and impoſſibilsties, as this ts from which they cannot now recede or 
vary, but will moſt notoriorſly give themſelves the- Lie ; neither (if 
they ſhould now ſtart ſome new Forgery) conld they hope that People 


would be thereby cozened and cheated of their money, as they have 
beene by the former, 
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
